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Only three staphylinid species have hitherto been reported from the Island of Miyako-jima of 
the Sakishima Islands in Okinawa Prefecture, Japan by TAMAI & ARITA (1962), NOMURA 
(1995) and HAYASHI (2002). 

Recently, I had an opportunity to examine one specimen of Pinophilus rufipennis SHARP 
(1884) which is unrecorded from the above-mentioned island. Its collection data are as given 
below.
